Ecklund at Clarke During Peace Week 1 1:00 srs 


Gary Ecklund, the first Iowan 
to be arrested for resisting the 
draft, spoke at Clarke last week 
as part of the Peace and Justice 
Week program. 

Ecklund said during his 
presentation titled ‘‘Draft 
Resistance as a Human Right,” 
that he and the other. draft 
resisters, “have simply said that 
we don’t want to go to Latin 
America and kill peasants that 
want a,decent lifestyle.” 

Ecklund was referring to the 
people in El Salvador and 
Guatamala who are trying to 
overthrow their governments. 

Ecklund said that 40,000 people 
have been killed in El Salvador 
by their government in the past 


The actresses had to adjust to the 
corsets and headdresses, and 
learn to move with yards and 
yards of material.

Hoyle Explains Stand 


on “Duffy Case” 


TO THE CLARKE COM- 
MUNITY: 

The City Council meeting of 
Monday, April 18 was a step In 
the right direction for developing 
positive human relations in this 
city. I have been told by persons 
who have lived in Dubuque for 
several decades that this is the 
first time that a City Council has 
publicly acknowledged’ that the 
city has a problem in race 


relations and has shown 
movement in solving these 
problems. Solutions which in- 


volve attitudinal changes come 
very slowly, but I am pleased 
that the community is beginning 
to move in this direction. 

In February, I and other 
citizens wrote a letter to the 
editor objecting to Mr. Clarence 
Duffy's appointment to the 
Human Rights Commission. I 
felt that Mr. Duffy did not have 
the qualifications or the sen- 
sitivity to serve on the Com- 
mission. Never in my wildest 
dreams did I expect the 
magnitude of the negative at- 
titudes that surfaced. I recall the 
warnings of the faculty and staff 
at Clarke before I accepted my 
Position as Vice President, 
Several ex-Dubuquers had 
questioned whether Dubuque was 
ready to accept me in the com- 
munity. Because I am a very 
Positive and optimistic person, I 
ignored those warnings. 

Now, two months later, I am 
Still in shock from the negative 
way in which the City Council 
members, and especially the 
Mayor, handled our expression of 
a legitimate complaint in a public 
forum.
